McGUFFEY'S READERS 


It is a strange thing that Henry Ford, who 


has done as much as any living man to plunge 
us into this mechanical and industrial age, 
with its vast social and political changes, 
should be harking back to McGuffey of the 
old school readers. Photographed as he was 
the other day, sitting on the grass and read- 
ing from one of those forgotten books to an 
interested group of boys and girls, he made 
a charming picture. Yet, looking at that pic- 
ture, many a man or woman who remembers 
the old books with veneration, may have 
thought of King Richard in the old play, say- 
ing sadly: "Let us sit upon the ground and 
tell sad stories of the death of kings." For 
the time, the spirit, the naive morality ot 
those Victorian books which molded the lit- 
erary taste of two generations, will never re- 
turn. 


McGuffey, no doubt, was good for his time. 


It would be hard to imagine the sharp, in- 
quiring, tough-minded boys and girls of this 
generation reading his books without feeling 
that they are altogether of another world. 
There were no automobiles in them, no 
dynamos, no huge factories, no great cor- 
porations, no labor struggle, no world war, 
no challenge to democracy, no bafflement of 
youth by obstructions impossible to under- 
stand or surmount. The school readers we 
have now may be less character-forming but 
they are more illuminating. Possibly the 
schoolbooks really needed are not yet 
written. 


PREVENT WINTER FIRES NOW 


Now is the time to get ready for winter 


comfort, while the heating plant is out of. 
service. Many a December fire has been pre- 
vented in August. Your furnace should be 
thoroughly examined by an expert, cleaned, 
and necessary repairs made. Flues, chimneys 
and fireplares should be given similar atten- 
tion. All this work should be done in a first- 
class manner because short-cuts don't pay. 


Another excellent plan is go on a still hunt 


through the house for debris. Litter in the 
basements, rickety furniture you stored away 
in the attic and forgot, greasy rags and waste 
in the garage and accumulations of junk in 
drawers and cupboards get rid of now. Such 
accumulations arc fire's favorite breeding 
places. Next inspect lamps, electric cords and 
other equipment which is used little this time 
of year. They will have to carry their heavi- 
est loads during the winter months and any 
defect may result in a disastrous fire. And 
again, call in an expert, it's cheapest in the 
long run. 
Amateur electrical repairs are 


often worse than no repairs at all. 


When this work is finished, you'll have a 


more comfortable home as well as a safer 
home. It's no sport to have your heating 
plant break down when you need it most be- 
cause of neglect and inattention. And no one 
enjoys awakening in the middle of the night 


TO hear the crackle of unchecked fire. In 
brief do your winter fire preventing now! 


DOMESTIC SCIENCE FOR BOYS 


Twenty-two boys in the high school at 


luuscatine, Iowa, have been taking a special 
domestic science course established at their 
request. They want to learn to cook for a 
variety of reasons. Some of them plan to go 
to college and live at cooperative dormitories, 
and figure that knowing how to do their own 
cooking will be useful. Others say they al- 
ready help with the cooking at home and 
want to know more about the scientific side 
of the choice and preparation of foods. Still 
others expect to use their new skill on camp- 
ing trips. A few say it is simply a hobby. 


In a'small village high school in another 


state the boys and girls have switched classes 
for a few weeks. The boys are studying cook- 
ing and serving in the cafeteria at lunch 
time; the girls are learning to use tools in 
manual training classes. 


Masculine cooks are not new. There have 


long been men chefs in hotels and restau- 
rants, male camp cooks, male army cooks, 
male cooks at hot dog stands. It is surpris- 
ing, however, to find boys interested in do- 
mestic science classes, where a good deal 
jnore than cookery is taught these days. If 


they learn about dish-washing and market- 
ing and budgeting and balanced diets, life 
should be easier for many mothers and fu- 
ture wives. 


LOVE ON THE BANGE 


HE-MEN IN SEASON 


It's a great summer for the out-door fel- 


lows fresh from the store and office. They 
may be a bit pale at the beginning of their 
two weeks, and very inflamed after the first 
couple of days. But by the time they start 
home, their persistence and courage have 
usually acquired a coat of tan that suggests 
a whole summer in the open spaces or on the 
water. American genius for efficiency works 
here, as elsewhere. 


It's a great summer, too, for political can- 


didates, an even hardier breed in some ways. 
They attend innumerable picnics. They get 
themselves photographed fishing and cooking 
camp meals, pitching hay and getting in 
grain, posing on swimming beaches and 
wherever people congregate, shaking hands, 
fraternizing, neighboring, proving that they 
have a common touch and can take it on any 
front. They are the real heroes, and most of 
them will be wonderfully tanned before the 
summer is over. 


Then there are those who, from necessity 


or design, have nothing else to do, and spend 
the whole summer getting themselves burned 
to a mahogany red or chestnut brown or Cen- 
tral American black, because they just plain 
like it. They are the enviable ones. And they 
will begin to look presentable again along 
about Thanksgiving time.

There Is another branch of work on 
cancer 


which has been growing steadily that is not woll 
known or appreciated, and that is the knowledge 
physicians everywhere nro gathering and passing 
on to one another. Thus Dr. Frank E. Adair in 
Southern Medicine and Surgery outlines 
to 
his 


fellow physicians ten golden rules of the examina- 
tion for cancer.

Examine the lips, tongue, cheeks, tons'ls 


and back of throat for persistent ulceraiions, tho 
larynx (where vocal cords are located) for hoarse- 
ness, and the lungs for persistent cough. 


2. Examine the skin of the face, body, hands, 


and feet for icaly, bleeding warts, black moles, 
a.nd unhe&led scars.

Examine every woman's breast -for lumps 


or bleeding nipples. 


4. Examine tissue beneath skin for lumps r>n 


the arms, logs, or body. 


5. Investigate any symptoms of persistent in- 


digestion or difficult swallowing. Palpate 
(ex- 


amine with fingers) the abdomen. 


6. 
Examine tho lymphnode system for 
en- 


largement* (glands) of the neck, in the armpit, 
and in the groin. 


7. Examine the uterus for enlargement, tear- 


Ing, bleeding, or new growth. 
Using 'both hands 


try to determine the condition of the ovaries. 


8. 
Examine the rectum *nd determine 
the 


cause of any bleeding or pain. 


9. Examine urine under microscope for blood. 
10. 
Examine the bones, and make an X-ray 


of any bone which has a boring pain 
worse 
at- 


night. 
I believe that anyone underlying such a 


thorough examination for cancer, whether or not 
there is a single symptom- present—lump, soro, 
bleeding, pain, indigeition. or other—will leavo 
the physician's office calm in mind, knowing that 
at the present time anyway, cancer has not mado 
a start, and also that practically all cases of can- 
cer in the early stage can be cured.

MARIJUANA LIKELY 


TO CAUSE INSANITY 


HUtory of Weed I» Traced 


Through 3,000 Yetrt. 


NEW ORLEANS. — Criminality 


I and insanity in many cases sprint 


from the use of marijuana, a study 
of the drug's history reveals. 


: 
J. SkeUy Wright, assistant United 


Statak dutrict attorney, who is co- 
operating in the federal-state drive 
to ban the weed, found that lor 30 
centuries the "mugglc" has been 
used. Smoking on a large scale is 
comparatively new in the United 
States, Wright explained. 


The marijuana weed can be 


grown in flower gardens with little 
fear ot its being detected. With 
this condition prevailing and with 
the sudden and terrible effects of 
the weed. Wright stressed the dif- 
ficulties in stamping out its use. 


"Within 30 minutes," he said, "the 


crude cigarette rolled by a mari- 
juana smoker can transform « nor- 
mal person into a raving maniac 
who obeys every impulse arising 
from current or previous sugges- 
tion." 


Appeared In Ancient Aiim. 


In Asia Minor and India, where 


its influence first was felt, priests 
3.000 years ago used various forms 
of the weed to induce religious 
fren:y, Wright said the study re- 
vealed. 


Centuries 
ago royal 
families 


drank "bhang," which v--as a mix- 
ture of honey and water with mari- 
juana added to it for a "kick." 


Although the drug was introduced 


in western Asia more than 3,000 
years ago, it was not until 1845 that 
a French doctor made a detailed 
study of its effects and the relation 
between "hashish" excess and in- 
sanity. 


Since then, according to Wright, 


use of the weed has spread over 
the entire world. In the United 
States "killers for hire" smoke a 
"muggle" or two to bolster their 
nerve. 


Wright does not believe that con- 


tinued smoking of marijuana will 
produce addiction, as the use of 
opium or heroin. 


"But it will produce a craving." 


he said, "not unlike that of a to- 
bacco smoker for cigarettes." 


What a person does under the in- 


fluence of the weed, Wright said, is 
determined partly by his racial, 
physiological and emotional back- 
ground. 


Pattern Not Universal. ^ 


But even then "muggle" smoking 


does not affect along a given pat- 
tern. 


"Afflicted with hallucinations of 


terrifying extent," Wright said, "he 
is liable to run amok, leaving a trail 
of 
crime—even murder—in 
his 


wake." 


Case after case in which crim- 


inals have admitted smoking "mug- 
gles" indicates this is true," accord- 
ing to Wright. 


And after the crime is over, 


Wright said, and the effects of the 
marijuana die off, the smoker's 
mind is usually blank of all that 
happened in the meantime and his 
confessions cannot be depended 
upon. 


Eventually, continued 
smoking 


brings on complete mental collapse 
and insanity for which there may 
be no cure, according to Wright
